REMARKS

Obviousness-type Double Patenting Rejection 

In the Office Action, claims 1-32, 35-38, and 40-62 were rejected on the grounds of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-50 of U.S. 
Patent No. 7,250,022 to Dalebout et al. 

Submitted herewith is a revised terminal disclaimer relating to U.S. Patent No. 7,250,022, 
issued July 31, 2007, as set forth in the terminal disclaimer. 

Accordingly, Applicant hereby requests reconsideration and removal of the rejection to 
claims 1-32, 35-38, and 40-62 on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,250,022.
